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New director finds WHA Police seek brown van 
computer files locked

Members of the Wilmington 
Housing Authority seemed stunned 
last Tuesday as new Executive 
Director Ken Dorrance ran down a 
list of 21 items that needed the 
board's attention. About half of the 
items were problems or violations 
reportedly left by the previous 
administration. The rest were 
Suggestions to improve the 
efficiency of the authority. 

Dorrance told the board he was 
not making any accusations, just 
Stating his findings and seeking 
some direction from the board, 

One of the more immediate 
problems, Dorrance said, was an 
office computer which has been 
locked. The computer apparently 
has confidential information in it 
and was locked by an "expert." 
Dorrance said he has already spent 
between $400 and $800 trying to 
unlock it but with no success. He 
added that right now the computer 
was not functioning. Al Meegan 
Suggested the director use the new 
system he purchased and move on 
rather then spend anymore money 
hiring another expert. 

Dorrance told the board the 
Section Eight mobility numbers and 
the authority's books don't match up 
and the waiting list for that housing 
is now up to seven years and should 
have been closed years ago. Legally, 
he added, authority members need 
to place an ad in the newspapers 
Stating they are not accepting 
anymore applications for Section 
Eight homes. Dorrance also 
informed the board he received a 
letter from EOCD (Executive 
Office of Communittes and 
Development) dated November 13 
Stating that tenant selection data had 


not been received for 1990 and 
1991, The lack of the data could 
once again force the authority's 
rating to plummet. Joan Sadowski 
maintained the issue had been 
resolved. Chairman Tom Siracusa 
directed Dorrance to make this a 
priority item and to chéck with 
applicants on the Section Eight list 
to see if they are still interested in 
the program. 

The director next claimed that the 
State's procurement laws were 
violated when former director Ella 
Belmore hired a contractor to 
resurface eight rental home 
driveways without going through 
the proper procedure. In addition, 
Siracusa maintained funds for the 
work were disbursed illegally since 
they weren't approved by Treasurer 
Al Meegan. 

The chairman said Belmore told 
EOCD the driveways were not done 
when the homes were built and she 
acted quickly on complaints from 
three tenants by hiring a contractor 
for the job. She said both Sadowski 
and Dan Gillis signed the checks. 
Dorrance showed pictures of the 
driveways and invoices which 
allegedly showed the work was not 
completed. Dot Butler asked how 
much money Belmore spent without 
informing the board. Dorrance 
replied up to $10,000. 

Sadowski and Gillis argued that 
Belmore had a right to make the 
decision on her own since the 
driveways were small jobs paid for 
by separate checks. Dorrance 
disputed that saying there was only 
one check sent for the job. Gillis 
noted, had Belmore gone through 
EOCD, there would have been too 
much delay and this was an 
emergency situation, 


Butler was upset about paying out 
money for work that was allegedly 
incomplete. 

"Are we in the habit of paying for 


something before it's done?” sie | 


asked. 

When Siracusa said he'd like a 
legal opinion from their attorney, 
Sadowski objected to the cost 

"We've ... expended $8,000 with- 
out the treasurer approving it and 
you're going to hit me with 
attorney's fees? No way," said 
Siracusa. 

Dorrance also pointed to the 
following: 

* The board should not have paid 
Belmore a $500 bonus for a 
schematic review because the 
money allegedly belongs to Lillian 
Buckley, a former director. 

+ Legally, the board should be 
using the services of BayBanks 
rather than the Massbank for 
Savings. 

+ Legally, the board needs to 
create a team of various housing 
experts to match up applicants and 
decide who will move into 
congregate housing at Deming Way. 
Dorrance also suggested the board 
take immediate steps to relieve two 
present tenants in the home from 
unfairly paying the entire heating 
bill of the congregate housing. 

+ In the interest of safety, the 
board should put in more than one 
electric outlet in the WHA office 
and take care of a drainage problem 
in the Deming Way parking lot. 

+ A problem with one Section 
Eight tenant was running up $2,000 
in legal fees. Normally, an authority 
only budgets about $°,250 a year 
for an attorney, said Dorrance 

The new director also suggested

Meegan challenges 
legality of checks

A question about the legality of 
four checks signed by two members 
of the Wilmington Housing Autho- 
rity led to a heated exchange 
between treasurer Al Meegan and 
fellow! member Joan Sadowski at 
their meeting Tuesday night. 
Sadowski and Dan Gillis both have 
their signatures on file at the 
Massachusetts Bank for Savings so 
they can countersign checks. On 
October 20 they wrote to the bank 
requesting that their names be 
removed, On October 23 they 
signed four checks reportedly with 
the approval of former director 
Ella Belmore. Bank officials 
subsequently wrote to Meegan 
asking the board to vote to authorize 
the four checks. 
Meegan claimed Tuesday neither 
Sadowski nor Gillis had the 


authority to sign expenditures 
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without his approval. 

"Its supposed to be the treasurer, 
he said, 

"What's the witch hunt here?" 
asked Sadowski. She maintained she 
did have the proper authority. 

Meegan suggested they take the 
matter up with the Attorney 
General's office to make sure -the 
money was expended correctly. 

Sadowski said it was never a board 
policy to have the treasurer approve 
the checks, 

"There was never a problem 
before," said Gillis. 

"My problem is everyone wants to 
play by different rules," countered 
Meegan. 

Later in the evening, Meegan said 
he was "uuncomfortable" with a 
total of 12 checks. Some of those 
were sent to a buildef Who was 
supposed to complete driveways on 
low cost rental homes. Some were 
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to pay Belmore for vacation time to 
December, he said. 

"I did not sign for them . , . she's 
not on vacation,” Meegan added. In 
fact, Belmone's contract expired 
October 30. 

After somé discussion, it was 
decided to replace the two names in 
the bank with those of member Dot 
Butler and Chairman Tom Siracusa. 

Both Sadowski and Meegan again 
clashed at the end of the meeting 
when Meegan requested payment of 
a $29.50 bill for postage for the 
search subcommittee. When Sadow- 
ski requested an itemized list, 
Meegan said it was for certified 
mail, tapes to record interview 
sessions with the two candidates for 
executive director, and mail. 
Sadowski maintained that Meegan's 
subcommitice wasn't supposed to 
spend any money. 

"Your insinuating I spent money 
improperly?", he asked. Sadowski 
denied the charge. 

"Twenty- nine dollars isn't going 
to break me, Joa aid Mcegan, 
adding he would pay the cost 
himself.

Recall election 
set for Feb. 2 


It took Wilmington selectmen 
nearly an hour and a half Monday 
evening to set a Feb, 2 date for the 
recall election. The election is for 
the recall of two school committee 
members, Shirley Callan and Linda 
McMenimen. 

With the board of registrars 
having certified the necessary 
number of signatures for a recall 
election, it was up to the selectmen 
to set a date, one which complied 
with both state and local laws. The 
local recall law, created about 10 
years ago, requires an election in 
60 days. The state law, though, 
requires a 64-day waiting period 
from the date of certification. 

Selectmen split two-to-two on 
whether to have the election on 
Tues., Feb. 2 or on Sat., Feb. 6. 
The Feb. 2 date was suggested by 
Chairman Mark Haldane, who had 
consulted with an attomey in the 
Secretary of State's office. 

Selectman Chester Bruce, though, 
favored a Saturday election, to 
allow more people to vote. 

A secondary consideration was 
cost, since the Saturday election 
would have many people working 
overtime. A weekday election 
would cost approximately $2895; a 
Saturday date would run $4038. 

On a motion by Bruce for an 
election on Sat., Feb. 6, the vote 
was two-to-two, with Bruce and 
Gerry Duggan in favor, and 
Haldane and Robert Cain opposed. 
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Dan Ballou was not present at the 
mecting. 

When Tony Capuano spoke up 
about the cost, he was ruled out of 
order after he mentioned a recent 
pay raise that was given to the 
town manager. 

"I hope people remember what 
kind of representation we have in 
this town," Capuano said. 

Linda McMenimen and her 
husband Joseph were present in the 
meeting. He spoke a couple of 
times on the date issue, pressing 
for a Saturday date, There was no 
pressing need for the election to 
fall on day 64 instead of day 68, he 
said. 

Haldane remained steadfast in 
wanting a Tuesday election, "All 
we do is open up more doors for 
questions and challenges if we 
don't go along with the recommen- 
dations of town counsel and the 
town clerk," he said. 

Cain moved for a Tuesday date, 
but the motion failed for lack of a 
second. 

After more discussion, selectmen 
took a recess. When they returned, 
Duggan made a motion for an 
election on Tuesday, with the polls 
to be open from 7 a.m, to 8 p.m. 
The motion carried unanimously. 

The earlier proposal for Tuesday 
had hours of 10 a.m. to 8 p.m, 
Selectmen felt that with the earlier 
starting time, more working people

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Wilmington police are without a 
lead in the hit-and-run death of an 
87-year-old woman last Wednesday 
at Wilmington Plaza. 

Mary Spinosa of 30 Deming Way 
was found in the parking lot about 
2 p.m. She was taken to Winchester 
Hospital, where she was dead on 
arrival. She had two fractures in 
her neck and 22 rib fractures, and 
other injuries. 

Police theorize that she was hit by 
a van backing from a parking space 
and then dragged under the van, 

Police are looking for a dark 
brown van which may have been 
involved. The driver was described 
as being 30-40, having a full head 
of hair, with some graying on the 
sides. There was also a woman in 
the van, described as being 30-40 
with shoulder-length dark brown 
hair. 

The van was described as a full- 
sized van with windows all around, 
well maintained, looking like it was 
less than five years old, No make 
was determined. 

No Seriinosics to the accident 
have come forward. 

The accident took place in the 
traffic aisle in front of the CVS 
store, about four spaces down, One 
person heard a scream, and looked 
first toward the south end of the 
plaza. There was a young child and 
a couple with a stroller, The 
witness then tured and saw Mrs. 
Spin 

Wilmington Police Insp. Tom 
Miller said he would like to talk to 
that couple, theorizing that from 
their angle, they might have seen 
what happened. Police want to talk 
with anyone who was near the CVS 
store about 2 p.m, Wednesday. 

Miller said that police have 
received many reports of brown 
vans but that none have panned out,

Police respond to 


coverup 


The Wilmington Police Depart- 
ment today responded to allegations 
that the hazing incident which took 
place at the High School Football 
Camp, would have been covered up 
if information had not been released 
to the news media. 

Chief Bobby N. Stewart, while not 
wanting the Wilmington Police 
Department to become embroiled in 
the political controversy surround- 
ing this matter, today stated that 
allegations that the Police Depart- 
ment would have been involved in a 
coverup are not true and must be 
addressed. 

Chief Stewart stated, that since the 
late evening of September 20, 
this matter was not going to be 
covered up. The information 
received by him, on that date, were 
allegations of criminal violations. 
The actions taken by the Police 
Department regarding this matter 
were consistent with criminal 
investigations conducted regularly 
by that department. The victims.and 
suspects were questioned; suspects 
were afforded all warnings and 
rights, so that statements obtained 
could be used in a prosecution of the 
alleged offenses. The department 
has from the start of this invest- 
igation viewed the incidents as 
criminal violations of the law and 
subject to prosecution; and, the 
department will continue to do so 
until such time as the New 
Hampshire Statute of Limitation for 
these offenses has expired. 

Had there been any intent to cover 
up this matter; victims, suspects and 
their parents would not have been 
informed or interviewed; the town 
manager, superintendent of schools, 
high’ school principal, athletic dir- 
ector and head football coach would 
not have been informed of the 
investigation into the allegations; 


charges 


the Middlesex District Attorney's 
office and New Hampshire 
authorities would not have been 
contacted; and, a briefing of school 
officials would not have been held. 
To allege that the matter would have 
been covered up, is to say that all of 
those involved in the investigation 
and review of the incidents, 
including Mrs, Callan, since she 
attended the briefing, would have 
agreed to cover it up. I know that is 
not true. These comments are an 
insult to the victims and their 
parents; and, to the police and other 
public officials who were involved 
in this matter. 

The Police Department invest- 
igates and prosecutes complaints of 
incidents similar to those in this case 
on a regular basis. Of the numerous 
similar complaints that we handle, 
there is rarely any media coverage 
at all, and if there is, the only 
information given out would be the 
name of the suspect arrested or 
convicted, the offense violated and 
the court disposition. The release of 
the details in most such cases are 
prohibited by statute; and, even if 
Not, it is a department policy not to 
release intimate details of a highly 
personal nature. To release such 
information would not only cause 
additional trauma for the victim, 
but would also, deter other victims 
from coming forward out of fear of 
humiliation or embarassment. The 
effects the media coverage in this 
matter will have upon possible 
future victims cannot be measured; 
but, without question the fear of 
humiliation or embarassment will 
deter some’ victims from coming 
forwardw The "Noble: €ause", for 
which these releases were alleged to 
have been made, may very well 
bury the problems even deeper.

Safety issues

The death of Mary Spinosa at Wilmington Plaza last Wednesday 
left her family and friends in shock. That an elderly woman could 
be killed in the parking lot at the-plaza hit close to home for 
everyone who every walks through a parking lot. 

It could have been anyone — even you, 

Many people now drive vans instead of cars. With a large cargo 
space and seating for up to 12 persons, vans are quite practical. 
On the negative side, however, is the poor visibility when 
backing. 

Police theorize that Mrs. Spinosa was killed by a driver who 
simply did not see her behind the van. 

Commercial vehicles have warning beepers or buzzers that go 
off when the vehicle is in reverse. These noisemakers are quite 
annoying, but they leave no question that the vehicle is backing 
up. If they are needed on trvcks, they should be required on vans 
too. 

Another area of consideration would be parking lot design. 
Most parking lots have cars and pedestrians using the same aisles. 
The danger zoie here is having people walk behind parked cars 
which must back out of the parking spaces. 

Why not redesign parking lots to include some pedestrian aisles? 
There must be a way to design a safe parking lot, in which 
pedestrians are not forced to walk where cars are backing. Even 
if it cost a few parking spaces, a new design could be presented to 
mall owners as a savings on insurance and legal liability, in 
addition to being morally right. 

Most shopping centers are designed for cars with little thought 
for pedestrians. Why is there no sidewalk leading to Wilmington 
Plaza from the south? There are plenty of explanations, to be 
sure, but the bottom line is there is no sidewalk because nobody 
has led a drive to have one bfMilt. It needs to be done. 

Although it is private property, the plaza is the main shopping 
area for many Wilmington residents, and safety issues there affect 
most everyone in town, 

It is sad that it takes a death to call attention to danger points. It 
would be sadder yet to ignore them once they have been so 
horribly brought to our attention,

It was 1985 and Wilmington voters were captured by a rare 
spectacle in the local government. Three of the»town's 
political giants, who for years had called the shots’ in 
municipal elections while often jousting bitterly with each 
other in the process, united behind the school committee 
candidacy of one Shirley F. Callan of Wobum Street. 

It would not be sexist to say that Callan's campaign strategy 
of uniting Aldo Caira, Rocco DePasquale and Rep. Miceli 
was a political coup d'etat best attributed to her husband, 
John, The affable attorney was the town moderator who 
preceded Mike Caira and shared his ability to make town 
meeting voters laugh while painfully deliberating millions in 
expenditures, 

John Callan had few enemies, a lot of friends and was the 
defacto campaign manager for his wife's first political foray, 
which would be a huge success. There has not been a better 
political pairing since. Shirley, well spoken, appearing and 
tough enough to shake the campaign turbulence, was boosted 
by the overwhelming popularity of her husband. She was 
also empowered by three political patrons who when 
pictured together in an ad with the candidate made for what 
one local political observer called "still the best, blockbuster 
endorsement" in Wilmington political history. 

In that bruising campaign Shirley Callan bested Mitchell 
Spiris, who's own affability ironically mirrored that of her 
husband. Callan's political career was off to a big start. 
While serving in office she would eam a PhD from Harvard 
and continue her professional career in the Lowell and 
Methuen school systems. 

Almost seven years and two successful re-election bids 
later, Shirley Callan is fighting for her political life and, 
perhaps just as much, for her reputation in the community. 
Caught in the eye of a political hurricane which many 
contend is of her own making, Callan has eamed, through 
her own brand of political jockeying, the less than enviable 
position of most controversial local pol. 

Tony. Accardi served with Callan during another 
controversial period for the school committee and painted a 
Callan portrait filled with emotional scenery and sensational 
backdrop. "She's like a Ross Perot, able to grab emotions; 
but when you wipe away the emotional jargon it's hard to 
find the meat," said Accardi. The descriptive phrases Accardi 
invoked included "whistle blower," “philosophically. 
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Callan received Accardi’s critique as if it were a flattering 
biography from an old colleague with a different philosophy. 
"Tony is right; I put convictions before friendships. It's the 
core of my integrity and I can't compromise for friendship," 
said Callan, acknowledging her relationship with Rocco 
DePasquale was one of the higher costs of that politically 
incorrect ideology. 

More proud than contrite, Callan boasts of her so-called 
whistleblower role and said unabashedly that she views 
herself as “the conscience of Wilmington." Amidst 
accusations of sensatignalism Callan said she has enhanced 
credibility: as a Gee! member because she has "no 
vested interest" and, unlikeothers she said, doesn't need "to 
curry favor from any superintendent." Callan admits she's a 
"task master" when it comes to how the public meetings are 
convened. "I know people have tried to turn that against me, 
but I feel strongly about the people's business being public," 
said Callan. In that vein, she wants the now infamous 
Fleming Report to be made public. "Not the names, but what 
took place; then let the public decide." 

Tony Accardi said Callan's political entente with two other 
members cost the school system talented lay leadership. 
"Since the emergency of that coalition — 'the women' as 
they call it — look at how many good members have lasted 
only one term?" 

‘The women,’ for the most part, have had a survivability 
quotient worthy of Outward Bound; and before the hazing 
incident their credibility was at its zenith as the 
administration of their nemesis Bill Fay crumbled. Now, 
Accardi and other political observers believe the clique's 
power has waned. 

Callan asserts forcefully that there's a political gender gap 
the size of a crater in Wilmington and that this is the impetus 
for both the "resentment" toward her and the recall clection. 
"If men had stood up and said what happened at camp was 
wrong they wouldn't be recalled," said Callan, who believes 
Wilmington has an aversion to its compliment of female 
politicians because they are more likely than not to say what 
many people don't want to hear. 

Often speaking in melodramatic terms, Callan views the 
recall election as a referendum on what she believes in and 
that defeat will separate her from her community. "If 1 were 
to lose this I can't think of a better reason to lose it. If this is 
the kind of community they want, to bury this kind of thing 
under the rug and become part of a conspiracy, then I have 
nothing in common with them and don't belong in the seat.” 

The pundits may be writing Callan off, but her political 
history speaks volumes of her ability to survive. When 
serving on the Board of Library Trustees in 1980 Callan 
called for continued scrutiny of a scandal at the Wilmington 
Memorial Library. Her board members, in an attempt to 
end public scrutiny, wanted the. matter to end. They 
“censured Catt n, She-then went to allomey,-a- 


~>——-sensational'-and-emotionally grueling. — “a 


"Whistleblower" Callan revealed that calls to phone-sex 
numbers were made on school phone lines. The "sensational" 
Callan charged former Superintendent Bob Horan with 
threatening her and made it a very public issue involving 
lawyers, whom she uses frequently. The “emotionally 
grueling” Callan has charged her own board with technical 
illegalities, filing numerous, whimsical complaints with the 
Middlesex County District Attomey. 

Accardi's analysis from the comfort of political retirement 
is that Callan's base of support has been diluted by her own 
Achilles heel, which is an over-zealous devotion to 
convictions "which is more important than her friendships." 

As an example, Accardi said Callan refused to accommo- 
date Bill Fay in his first bid for superintendent despite 
urging from the political giants who helped give birth to her 
political career, including Rocco DePasquale. "She has a 
eco ad of standing by her convictions at all costs," said

Dear Larz: 

I continue to be amazed and per- 
plexed at the activities surrounding 
the hazing incident that seem to go 
on and on without abatement.

In my "uninformed" opinion the 
initial perpetrators of this "wonder- 
ful" event have been handled in a 
most unusual manner, Of course I 
refer to the student football athletes 
and their coaches, but my deepest 
feeling is toward the coaching staff.

Director

Dorrance succeeds former direc- 
tor Ella Belmore, whose contract 
expired October 30, He has been on 
the job since November 1. By his 
side at last Tuésday's housing 
authority meeting were new 
Administrative Assistant Karen 
Dejoie and Pamela Reed, who was 
hired to take minutes at each 
meeting. 

Dorrance refers to the tenants at 
Deming Way as "my people" and 
says he enjoys being around them, 
There's only one problem, As of 
Tuesday, Dorrance was. still 
working without a contract. Dor- 
rance told this paper the Executive 
Office of Communities and 
Development is holding up approval 
of the contract he negotiated with 
the authority, 

In a November 23 letter from 
EOCD to Chairman Tom Siracusa 
Carole Collins, director of the 
Office of Housing Management, 
skid EOCD can't approve the 
contract until several issues are 
resolved. According to Collins, 
KOCD will only allow a one year 
contract and not the three year 
contract worked out with the 
authority. Though Dorrance is 


requesting a higher salary, EOCD * 
will only pay $15,904 to $17,012 Sm@king 
annually, though the usual salary pOster 


House. 


range is a little higher, The director 
also pointed out that clarification is 
needed on some resume statements 
regarding Dorrance's employment 
as a project representative on 
several state projects and his 
previous employment with the 
WHA. Lastly, the letter states that 
allegations made by WHA member 
Joan Sadowski about the screening 
process must be addressed by her 
board. 

Siracusa only made passing 
reference to Dorrance's contract on 
Tuesday. He said he was trying to 
reach EOCD and was hopeful the 
entire issue would soon be resolved.

Depression Workshop 
celebrates 10 years of 
people helping people

Life is full of ups and downs, 

Some days the world is sunny and 
bright. Everything's wonderful and 
upbeat and life couldn't be better. 

But on other days, and everybody 
has them, nothing can go right, An 
argument or a job setback launches 
you into a deep funk. Depression. 

For most people, the down days 
pass soon enough. One day up, one 
day down. Life goes on. 

But not for everyone. 

What if that blue mood lingered, 
and instead of just a cloudy day, the 
depression turned into a bottomless 
black pit of despair? Depressed one 
day, and the next, and the next. 

Depression can become a serious 
situation. People suffering from a 
chronic state of depression may end 
up in a hospital, or worse. 

That happened to Shirley Orem- 
land. She landed in Lowell General 
Hospital for temporary treatment, 
but something bright came through 
the clouds. 

That was ten years ago, and the 
light Shirley launched still shines. 

In November of 1982, after her 
hospital stay, Shirley put an ad in 
the personals for depressed people 
to form a support group, The first 
to reply was Patricia Perkins, and 
together they not only formed up a 
support group, which still meets to 
this day, but the two also launched 


Depression Workshop, which last 
month celebrated its tenth anniver- 
sary with a buffet dinner at the 
Tewksbury VFW. Hundreds of the 
workshop's participants and friends 
turned out. 

"What do you do outside of ther- 
apy?" Pat asked, and that question is 
at the foundation of the Depression 
Workshop's efforts. "We don't talk 
about our problems," she said, "we 
talk about getting over them." 

Today there are groups meeting 
in Lowell and Billerica, along with 
the pioneer group in Tewksbury. 
The workshop also has a TV prog- 
ram, "Coping with Depression," in 
Lexington, Billerica and Wilming- 
ton, So far, over 700 people have 
attended their sessions at least three 
times. 

The original support group that 
met in Shirley's living room is now 
meeting in Billerica, but there is a 
day group that meets in Tewksbury 
for those who can't attend the night 
sessions, 

The workshops, according to Dr. 
Henry Everett, supporter and med- 
ical advisor to Depression Work- 
shop, at first were gripe sessions, 
full of complainers, so they turned 
instead to Cognitive Therapy, and 
Behavioral Modification. Instead of 
griping, the sessions now focus on 
real changes and improvements. 

Everett, a member of the board

are shown to both professionals and 
patients. 

Depression can be a terrible bur- 
den for some people, Shirley said, 
but the workshop support groups 
prove that in unity there is strength. 
The holiday season, while cheerful 
for most people, can bring bouts of 
depression for many, she noted, but 
those who endure depressions are 
not alone. 

Depression support groups meet 
at a number of locations, and both 
those who are depressed, and their 
families and friends, are invited to 
attend. The groups mect: 

Tuesdays at 7 p.m. at St. Paul's 
Methodist Church on Hurd Street 
inLowell. 

Wednesdays, 10 a.m. to noon, at 
Shirley's home at 1126 Chandler 
Street, Tewksbury, and

As a youngster he. was the wide 
eyed little boy in the front row at 
airshows. Today, Paul McSweeney, 
a navy lieutenant junior grade, flies 
in the same high powered, high tech 
jet aircraft he loved as a child, 

McSweeney, the son of Donald 
and Diane McSweeney of 
Tewksbury, is a naval flight officer 
(NFO) with Virginia based Fighter 
Squadron (VF) 14. Of his job, 
McSweeney says, "It's challenging, 
it's exciting and I love it. Besides, 
I'm not the desk type." 

McSweeney, 25, explains that in 
the fast paced, stimulating role of an 
NFO he is the F-14 Tomcat's 
communicator, radar operator, and 
weapons system wizard. He also 
handles the navigation. According 
ta McSweeney the demands of Navy 
flight training can only go part way 
in building successful flight crews. 
There are certain personalities 
traits, says McSweeney, that are 
necessary to be an aviator in the 
close knit fighter community. 

"Those pilots and NFO's with 
whom I have worked are extremely 
disciplined people with a high 
degree of personal integrity," 
McSweeney said, and then added, 
"But good fighter crews must also 
be cool under pressure, smart, hard 
working, and aggressive." 

McSweeney's squadron, nick- 
named the Tophatters, has a long 
history of successful operations in 
support of America's national 
interests. VF-14 aviators served in 
World War II, Vietnam and most 
recently in Desert Shield and Desert 
Storm. During the Gulf War the 
Tophatters flew 370 sorties for a 
total of 1324 combat flight hours. 

The history of VF-14 dates back 
almost to the origin of naval 
aviation. Its record of continuous 
active service began in September 
1919 and makes it the Navy's oldest 
operational squadron. 

Since its beginning the squadron 
has flown 22 different types of 
aircraft, had its designation changed 
14 times, operated from 17 
different aircraft carriers plus 
Several battleships and has been 
commanded by 61 naval officers. 
During its career the squadron has 
also been assigned many mission 
‘including, in its early years, patrol, 
Observation and scouting and later, 
‘attack and fighter missions when the 
‘squadron became carrier based. 

McSweeney says that what matters 
‘to aviators almost as much as good 
training, well-maintained aircraft 
and plenty of flight time is the 
Support that comes from civilians 
‘back home, the kind of support that 
was in gencrous supply during 
{Desert Storm. 
© "Let's be honest," he said, "recent 
{publicity about naval aviators hasn't 


been very good. The aviators I 
know don't condone the actions that 
have been reported and we don't 
feel a few bad apples should be 
allowed to spoil the pie. 

"It's important to us that we have 
the support of the American public. 
What we do is exciting and 
challenging work. Our training is 
the best in the world and the 
American people make it possible 
for us to get that training. We have 
an obligation to them." 

McSweeney, an alumnus of 
Tewksbury Memorial High school 
and Worcester Polytechnic 
Institute, reported to VF-14 for 
duty in February of 1992. Still 
settling into the squadron routine, 
McSweeney says that his job will 
always have a definite advantage, 
"You get to fly in advanced high 
performance aircraft," coupled 
with a typical navy disadvantage, 
“family separations." 

McSweeney is married to the

former Judith L. Wilson. The 
couple currently rounds out their 
family with a large golden retriever 
who seems to enjoy the beach front 
activities offered by Virginia as 
much as he owners do, Spending 
quality time at home is important to 
McSweeney. “When you're 
deployed for six to nine months at a 
time, the time you are home is 
special," he said. "I try to spend 
most of that time with my wife." 
McSweeney also nurses a quite 
ambition as he goes about his daily 
life. He had originally hoped to 
become a pilot but because of 
medical problems was designated a 
naval flight officer. Now 
McSweeney is reapplying for pilot 
training and has his fingers crossed. 


If he is successful in becoming the E 


man behind the stick, longer 
deployments from home.may also 
he in his future. "I'm really 
interested in applying for the 
astronaut program,” he confided.

Dear Larz: 

We are now reaping the harvest of 
the Town Crier's latest vendetta. 
The targets were and are the women 
on the school committee. Over the 
past year, the substance of the issues 
raised by Callan, Kane and Paglia 
were rarely, if ever, addressed. 
Instead, they were subjected to 

cisms of a personal nature. 

They were accused of being 
politically motivated while no 
attention was paid to the political 
motivations of other members of 
the committee. When McMenimen 
joined the committee, she was 
quickly assigned to the sorority 
because that is the way it had been 
set up by the Town Crier with its 
unrelenting propagandizing of a 
politics of gender and personalities. 

Against this background, hazing is 
uncovered in the school system. 
Sowyrda now jumps away from the 
attack leaving the field to Neilson 
(Fred) who tries to link Callan with 
the earlier hazing episode and 
defends Fay with "we could have 
done worse." 

First, the approach to hazing and 
other forms of abuse in the early 
eighties was to not make much of it, 
That approach was found not to be 
very helpful to the victims or to 
society because the victims 
remained traumatized and the 
perpetrators behavior continued, 
and often became syatepaioed tis 
is clearly what happened in 
Wilmington, Hazing became so 
much a part of the system that many 
of those involved don't have any 
perspective on the problem. It's 
they who "don't get it,” 

As to "We could have done worse" 
in regard to Fay, what kind of a 
standard is that? It's a standard of 
mediocrity and nepotism for which 
Wilmington has paid a very high 
price and will continue to do so 
unless we adopt a new set of 
standards where appropriate 
behavior, experience and 
qualifications take precedence, The 
school committee has moved in that 
direction with the decision making 
process instituted for the choosing 
of a new superintendent. This 
approach is in the best interests of 
the whole community, not just the 
self-interests of a few. 

There was nothing inappropriate 
in Callan and McMenimen's 
response to the hazing. issue. Those 
students who had thé courage to 
expose what was going on should 
also be commended because it did 
take courage. I wish I could say as 
much for all of the other parties 
involved.

‘New regulations in force 
on appliance disposal 


Assistant Town Manager Jeff Hull 
and D.P.W. Superintendent Bob 
Palmer have announced new 
regulations for refrigerators, 
freezers, dehumidifiers and air 
conditioners before they can be 
picked up by the town or taken to 
the recycling center. The federal 
Environmental Protection Agency 
has recently ruled that all of these 
appliances must have the liquid 
Freon refrigerant professionally 
removed prior to discarding or 
recycling. Freon is the Dupont trade 
name for a family of chemicals 
called CFCs. In recent years, 
scientists have determined that the 
release of these CFCs into the 
atmosphere is a major reason for 
destruction of the ozone layer, a 
worldwide problem. 

The Town of Wilmington 
currently does not have the 
expertise or equipment to extract 
Freon from these appliances, but 
Suggests residents contact one of the 
following services for professional 
removal: 

New England Refrigerant 
Recovery, 508-663-5294; Lohrman 
HVAC, Inc. 617-935-0187; Kidney 
Foundation, 617-326-7225. 

Each of these services will charge 
a fee for the Freon removal. After 
the removal is complete a "Freon 
Free" tag will be attached to the 
appliance. Refrigerators, freezers, 
dehumidifiers and air conditioners 
must have this tag attached to them 
before the appliances can be picked 
up by the town or be taken to the 
recycling center. To have the item

A new portable high tech 
imaging device is streamlining 
many orthopedic operations, 
reducing the amount of anesthesia 
patients need and giving surgeons 
a new degree of control over each 
Stage of surgical procedures, This 
state-of-the-art radiology equip- 
ment uses low radiation to deliver 
high resolution images that make 
it possible for surgeons to under- 
take meticulous work and unsure 
precise bone placement during 
various operations on the extremi- 
lies. 

"This device is a miniature ver- 
sion of an existing piece of equip- 
ment," explains Dr, William 
Ericson, a board certified orthope- 
dic surgeon affiliated with 
Winchester Hospital, one of the 
few community hospitals to own 
the coveted equipment, "It's small 
enough that the surgeon can pull it 
into place with one hand, and it's 
been designed so it reaches over 
the operating table for ideal posi- 
tioning." The device can also 
deliver a high quality hard copy 
image at the push of a button, 
eliminating the need -- and time -- 
for traditional x-rays. 


Time is of the essence in the 
Operating Room (OR) -- from the 
point of view of the patient, the 
OR staff and the hospital, which 
must use its facilities efficiently. 
However, the special requirements 
of delicate orthopedic surgery can 
be time consuming. "During vari- 
‘ous orthopedic procedures on the 
extremities, we require accurate 
imaging of the bones and joint

surfaces," says Dr. Ericson. 
"Before the availability of this 
device, we would have to suspend 
the procedure that's underway and 
summon an x-ray technician to 
the OR. The technician would 
push a heavy piece of equipment 
into position over the operating 
table and take the necessary radi- 
ograph under the direction of the 
surgeon. Then the film was 
brought to a processor while 
everyone would wait in the oper- 
ating room until the image was 
produced.” 

This process could take half an 
hour or more, With the new 
device, that wait is eliminated, 
making the procedure shorter and

easier on the patient. Also, the 
equipment has been designed so 
that the surgeon can position it by 
means of a sterile handle that the 
doctor can control while he or she 
is scrubbed. The depth of its C- 
arm, which houses a screen at one 
end and the x-ray unit at the other, 
lets it easily fit over the operating 
table while remaining sterile. The 
surgeon has access to x-ray 
images without delay. 

"This equipment is a by-prod- 
uct of NASA research," explains 
Dr. Ericson. "A battery powered 
version was developed for use at 
football games, to assess whether 
a player had a knee or ankle frac- 
ture, From there, the equipment 


was further modified for use in 
operating rooms. The later genera- 
tion of equipment uses minimal 
radiation." 

Although the existing device 
was highly serviceable, Dr. 
Ericson requested modifications 
by the manufacturer to make it 
even more appropriate for the 
needs of the orthopedic surgeon. 
The manufacturer, Xi Tech, incor- 
porated the alterations suggested 
by Dr..Ericson, including the 
depth of the C-arm and addition 
of the sterile handle, resulting in a 
device that he says, "Lets the sur- 
geon do everything he or she 
needs to do quickly and easily."

If anyone thinks computer gen- 
erated animation is starchy and 
stilted, think again, The artists at 
Disney relied heavily on comput- 
ers to break new ground with 
"Aladdin," a fast-moving and 
funny magic carpet ride. 

If you are expecting another 
"Beauty and the Beast," forget it 
"Aladdin" is a different animal 
from that lush fairy tale both visu- 
ally and in content. The animation 
is more cartoony and colorful than 
was found in “Beauty” or "The 
Little Mermaid." This is a movie 
that needed broad strokes and 
characterization, or the Middle 
Eastern motifs would never have 
stood up to Robin Williams’ huge- 
ly funny performance as a big, 
blue Genie 

Williams pretty much makes 
this flick the delight it is. His 
genie is a non-stop vaudevillian 
act, hurling jokes to the kiddies 
before flinging others at their par- 
ents. The Genie, with his cosmic 
powers and unlimited energy, is 
the film's backbone. Without 
William's performance, the lack- 
luster quality of the songs would 
have been more readily apparent. 

Though Williams is the heart 
and soul of this flick, the story 
actually revolves around Aladdin, 
a dirt poor "street rat" who s 
his meals and lives on a roof top. 
He dreams of one day living in 
the beautiful palace across town.
